W H E R E A S, the Borough at present owns and op­ 
erates a water works system which provides a supply of 
water for public and private uses in the Borough and in 
a portion of the Tow nship, and 
W H E R E A S , the Township desires to provide a 
supply of water for public and private uses in certain 
other portions of the Township and to that end is aF>out 
to construct w ater distribution lines in said portions of 
the Tow nship, connecting with the Borough w ater sup­ 
ply system, said w ater distribution lines being shown on 
the plans hereto attached and being hereinafter referred 
to as the new township distribution system, and 
W H E R E A S , the Township, in order to provide a 
portion of the funds required to construct said system, 
is aF>out to issue bonds in the principal sum of $80,000, 
to be dated January I, 1934, bearing interest at the rate 
of 4 r o per annum , and m aturing serially as follows:

W H ER EA S, the Township and the Borough desire 
to enter into an arrangem ent for the operation of the 
new township distribution system and all extensions 
thereof, and for the eventual purchase thereof by the 
Borough, at its option, upon the terms hereinafter pro­

N O W , T I IEREFO R E, TH IS A G R E E M E N T W IT ­ 
N ESSE D I: 
I. 
I he Borough will operate and m anage the new 
township distribution system and all extensions thereof 
as an integral part of the Borough water works system, 
will assume and pay all of the current operating expenses 
thereof and all expenses of m aintenance and repair 
thereof and will collect and receive all water rents pay­ 
able by users of waiter supplied through said new tow n­ 
ship distribution system and all extensions thereof. 
The 
water rents to be charged to such users by the Borough 


shall be at the same rates as are now or may hereafter be 
charged by the Borough to all other users of water simi­ 
larly situated supplied by its water works system. 
2. 
The Borough shall during each year ending on 
and including January 1st, at its option, either 
(a ) pay over to the Tow nship on or before 
December 31st a sum equal to the sums required to 
be expended by the Township during such year to 
pay the interest on the said bond# of the Tow nship 
then remaining outstanding, the state tax thereon, 
and the principal of such of the said bonds as may 
m ature at the end of said year, or 
(b ) pay over to the I ownship monthly the 
gross am ount of water rents collected by the Bor­ 
ough during such year from users of water in the 
I ownship supplied by the Borough through the 
new township distribution system and all exten­ 
sions thereof hereafter constructed by the Town 
ship. 
I he Borough shall on or before February 1st of 
each year notify the 
I ownship 
Treasurer in w riting 
which of the two foregoing optional paym ents it has de 
termined to make to the Township during such year and 
if no such written notice is given by the Borough to the 
Township I reasurer by February 1st of any year during 
the term of this contract the Borough shall be deemed to 
have elected to m ake during such year paym ents under 
that one of the foregoing options which was in force 
during the year immediately preceding.

If pursuant to the option given to ii by Clause 
(a) of paragraph 2 of this agreement the Borough at the 
expiration of the term of this agreem ent shall have paid 
to the Tow nship annually during said term an amount 
equal to the sums required to be expended by the I ow n­ 
ship to pay the interest on the said Township bonds, the 
state tax thereon, and the entire principal thereof, the 
said new township distribution system and all extensions 
thereof shall at the option of the Borough become the 
property of the Borough, and the Tow nship shall upon 
the request of the Borough forthwith assign, transfer 
and convey the same to the Borough by proper deed or 
other instrument. 
4. T he Tow nship will install and connect with 
the said new township distribution system within one 
year from the date hereof at least one hundred fire hy­ 
drants and will pay to the Borough as water rent for the 
w ater supplied to such hydrants the sum of $30 each per 
annum during the term of this contract. 
5. 
In case the Borough shall at any time during 
the term of this agreement desire to supply w ater to 
persons and corporations outside the Borough limits who 
are not being supplied by the new township distribution 
system or not so situated as to be able to be supplied 
by it, the Borough shall have the right to construct water 
distribution lines connecting the properties of such per­ 
sons and corporations with the new township distribu­ 
tion system or any extension thereof hereafter con­ 
structed by the Tow nship and thereupon the Borough 
shall have the right during the remainder of the term of 
this agreement to use the new township distribution sys­ 
tem and any extensions thereof to supply water from the 
Borough water works system to the water distribution 
lines so constructed by the Borough without charge by 
the Tow nship for such use. 
6 . This agreem ent shall continue for a period of 
30 years from the second day of January 1934.
